Generally speaking, the Scotch enjoy persi-

‘Ane king that I canua vanquish? An, wha’s 
he, mon?’ 

‘I mean, your Majesty, the King* of Haven.’ 
‘Haven! Haven! what’s that, Sandy ?’ 

Ilis lordship pointed to the sky, and then 
bowed becomingly to his royal master, who did 
not comprehend what was meant, and feared 
to betray a geographical ignorance by inquiring 
.more particularly than he had already' done. 

‘Nac matter, Sandy : gang and tell the King 
jo? Ha ven that gin he does nil surrender his do- 
| minions at once, I’ll come and bang him out of 
them. And mind, my Lord, you dinna show 
ycr face before us until you have done our bid- 
ding.’

There was a silence, the interchange of some 
grave and inquiring looks, under which the 
neophitc felt ill at ease, and then rt good hu- 
mored acknowledgement of the young Pickle’s 
pleasantry. They were satisfied that no dis- 
respect was meant, either to the country they 
honored, or towards the religion they held more 
sacred still; and during his whole stay in the 
21st, the same individual experienced nothing 
but kindness from his senior olficers. — Frazer's 
Mag.

Earthuv a ick ix Mexico. — Mexican 
papers to the22d December, received by 
the New Orleans Bee, contain particu- 
lars of the late severe earthquakes with 
which that country has been visited. 
The Bee says. 

“Successive shocks of an earthquake 
have almost totally destroyed the town 
of Acapulco, while ihe gorgeous city of 
Mexico itself was subjected to a violent 
and prolonged shock, happily, however, 
in the latter instance no injury resulted. 
Plie details of the earthquake at Acapu- 
lo are frightful. Repented shocks of ex- 
treme violence and devastation have 
nearly reduced the city to a mass of ru- 
ins. The houses were overturned, and 
dashed to fragments, tho churches irre- 
parably injured, the walls of the Compo 
Santo destroyed, the whole city thrown 
into a state of deplorable consternation, 
and the inhabitants compelled to pass 
the night in the fields and roads adjacent 
to the town. 

When the morning dawned, hundreds 
beheld themselves houseless, and re- 
duced to utter incigence. Fortunately 
for the safety of the citizens, the des- 
truction occasioned by the shock was 
so gradual as to afford them time to save 
themselves; hence the loss of life was 
inconsiderable. There is( continues the 
Bee) a certain coincidence to he observ- 
ed between earthquakesjat Acapulco and 
those at Mexico. The shocks at the lat- 
ter city are invariably felt within a day 
or two after the first has suffered, ah 
though usually with less violence. 

The volcanic chain appears to extend 
from one city to the other in nearly a di- 
rect line, and the effect is thus gradually 
but certainly propagated. The spot 
where Mexico now stands was formerly 
a great volcanic centre, and in the im- 
mediate neighborhood is a large number 
of extinguished craters. The famous 
Papocapeti is nevertheless open, and 
smoking, and there is little doubt that 
this mountain is the embouchure of the 
products of those subterraneous commo- 
tions, which may one day or another ut- 
terly prostrate the magnificent capital 
of the Mexican Republic.”

The capital of the bank is to be paid in gold 
ami diver, or the bills ol specie paying banks. —

— the amount of the capital in the bunk, as well 
as the duration of its charter, being thus made 
to depend tin the progress and final completion 
of the road .

And finally the operations of the bank are 
subject to the control of local boards, in the sev- 
eral States, and made subject to taxation by 
the State, to the same extent as their own State 
bunks. — [See sec. 13 and 25. J 

We will now proceed to advert brielly to 
some ot the objection? which have been urged 
against this measure — noticing at the same 
time a few of the advantages that will be derived 
from it. 

1st. It has been objected that the banking 
capital of the country is already too large, and 
that while we are suffering the evils of a depre- 
ciated currency, it would be unwise to increase 
them by incorporating new banks. To this 
objection we answer, that ours will be a specie 
paying bank, and as its whole capital must be 
paid in gold and silver, or the bills of specie 
paying banks, it cannot go into operation until 
specie payments are resumed and a sound cur- 
rency. When this shall take place our bank win 
commence operations oft d specie b i«i? ? and 
can never cease to b^ a specie paying bank as 
it would, in that case be liable to pay 12 per 
cent on all its issues — a penalty, which ifex 
tended to all the banks, would effectually pre 
vent suspensions in future. The currency to be 
furnished by our bank must always therefore be 
a sound one, and would thus serve to correct 
and not to increase the evils now sojustlv corn 
plained of. But our bank would not tend t »en 
large the general bank circulation throughout 
the country but would merely supply the increa 
sed demand created by the road itself. Indeed 
it may be doubted whether, without this aid, a 
sufficient circulating medium could be furnish- 
ed for the purpose ol the road without produ- 
cing a heavy pressure upon the surrounding 
States. 'Ten or Twelve Millions will have to be 
expended in the construction of the road. — 
Double thaTuinount will be required to give 
full scope to (he labor and enterpri s e which 
will be called into action, and the vat ious man- 
ufactures which will at once spring up along 
the line of the road — and though much of this 
capital will doubtless come in from abroad, it 
is unquestionable, that all the operations con 
nected with the road will be greatly hampered, 
unless some provision is made by which a cur- 
rency can be created capable of being so ex 
pended as to meet these constantly increasing 
demands. The machinery of our bank is so 
contiived a to exactly meet this necessity. It is 
exactly adapted to this purpose, and is incapa- 
ble of being directed to any other, which could 
be, in the slightest degree, injurious to (he com- 
munity. In the absence of a Bank of the Uni- 
ted States, it* might indeed, by means of a mo- 
ther bank in Charleston, and branches in the 
western States, supply to the southern and 
western States, by drafts and bills, the means 
of transferring funds from place to place, and 
thus afford great facilities for carrying on the 
exchanges between the south and west: but 
this, so far from being an evil, would be a very- 
great advantage to the people of those States. 
As every stockholder in the bank must be a 
stockholder in the road, and as the enlargement 
of the capital of the bank depends upon the 
actual construction of the road it cannot be 
doubted that the operations of the bank must 
be chiefly confined to furnishing the capital re- 
quired by the road. The hank, in one word, 
will make theroud; will afford during the pro- 
gress of its construction, a moderate profit on 
the capital invested , and furnish, to some ex- 
tent at least, a common currency among the 
States, all of which are objects certainly most 
desirable, and capable of being obtained with- 
out the smallest injury to any State institution 
or any public interest wl atsoever. Our Rail 
Road bank will not interfere with a U. States 
Bank, if established hereafter, nor with the 
State banks. We shall move in a different 
sphere, leaving ample room for otheis. 

2nd. It has been objected that the Rail Road 
bank, pervading several States, will be invested 
with a power inconsistent with the proper con- 
trol which eyery State ought to retain and exert, 
over all corporations within their respective 
limits . 

To this objection we answer, that this bank 
derives its existence in any State, from the 
Legislature* of that State, and is, in all its op- 
eration*, within such State, as much under its 
control as any of its own institutions The 
State of Kentucky may impose what conditions 
it pleases on the establishment or operations 
of a bank within her limits. It will be percei- 
ved that North Carolina and Tennessee have 
reserved the right of taxation, and of proceed- 
ing by u scire facias ” in their own courts, to 
effect a forfeiture of (he charter, in the event of I 
a violatioh of any of its provisions. 'The Rail: 
Road Bank , so far as the branch in Kentucky 
is concerned, will he a State institution, create.! 
and regulated by her, and subject to her laws 
— and it is surely no objection, that her sister 
States, for a common object equally interesting! 
to all, should think proper to confer similar 
privileges within their respective limits. 'This 
example of a cordial union and co-operation | 
among several States, for the purpose of carry-' 
ing on a great scheme of internal improvement, 
which no State could separately execute, and I 
which could not possibly be effected by the gen-| 
oral government — cannot fail (o be productive 



nc9.*tc line, she will have performed all that 
could reasonably be expected of her. Tennes- 
see, who$e interest in the object t>> be accom- 
plished i? nt least as great as that of any other 
State, will most assuredly feel it to be her duty 
to extend it at least as far as Knoxville, which 
is at (he head of steam boat navigation on the 
'Tennessee river. Anti surely the State of Ken- 
tucky would not be so unmindful of her own 
best interests as to suffer it to stop there. Our 
charters, as amended, provide fur the extension 
of the road to Lexington, from whence a Rail 
Road is already in a course of t onst ruction to 
Louisville, and from whence also, branches 
can easily be extended by Paris to Covington, 
Newport and Maysyilje. Tbeie can hardly 
beany hope, however, that the pecuniary re- 
sources of the company will be sufficient to ena- 
ble them to extend the road even to Lexington, 
without the aid of Kentucky. In extending 
such-aid, the obligation might he imposed upon 
the Company of commencing immediately that 
part ol the road which would extend from Lex- 
ington to the Kentucky river, which would he 
put at once into successful operation, and he 
rendered useful and profitable long before the 
other sections of the road could be finished. It 
is not doubted that in making liberal appropria- 
tions for that part of the road which will pass 
through the State of Kentucky, the best inter 
eats of the people of that State will be greatly 
promoted. There is no State in the Union 
which needs a free and direct intercourse with 
the Atlantic, through the southern Stale-, in a 
greater degree* than the State of Kentucky. — 
All her productions find their best, and nlrnos- 
their only market, in the cotton growing regions 
of the south. Her hemp and cotton bagging, 
provisions of every description, salt, iron and 
coal, &c. as well as the various manufactures 
which would spring up every where, the mo- 
ment a good market was provided for them, 
would soon change the face of the* country, 
and give a new impulse to the weal li and pros- 
perity of the people — the beneficial effects of 
which would exceed all calculation. A Rail 
Road from Charleston to Lexington would not 
much exceed 500 miles in extent. The time 
necessary for the transportation of the heaviest 
articles on such n road would be 3 or 1 days. — 
'The charges of transportation would not exceed 
$1 75 per 100 po«>**d,i. Doubts Imvc been ex- 
pre.seu whether our dsmeftic productions will 
afford to pay the expenses of transportation for 
so great a distance on a Rail Road. 'These 
doubts have arisen from a want of knowledge ns 
to the usual rates of freight on Rail Roads. — 
Now the highest amount w hich our Rail Roads. 
Now the highest amount which our Rail Road, 
or any other we believe either in England or 
America, are permitted to charge, under their 
charters, is 35 cents per 100 lbs. per hundred 
miles — a little more than one-third of a cent 
per pound for a hundred miles. Now if any 
one who is acquainted with the present rates of 
freight, actually paid in the State of Kentucky 
an either domestic or foreign ggods, will com- 
pare the existing rates with the maximum 
charges on om Rail Road, we think they will 
ha satisfied tint there is hardly an article which 
could not be transported on the Rail Road at 
lower rates than are now actually paid. Ba- 
con, on an ovjrage, sells in Charleston for four 
cents more per pound than it cost in Kentucky. 
Rice and cotton sell on the Ohio for from 3 to 
C cents more than they do in South Carolina. — 
Now the freight on these articles between Lex- 
ington and Charleston would not exceed one 
cent and three quarters per pound: a freight 
which they could surely afford to pay, and yet 
leave a handsome profit to the producer as well 
as the merchant . But wlntevcT doubts might 
exist as to these and similar production?, there 
can be none as to foreign goods or domestic 
manufactures. The mutual exchanges of 
these productions and the transportation af pas- 
sengers would, of themselves, establish an inter- 
course of vast extent and inestimable value. — 
The port of Charleston, open as it is to the 
broad Atlantic, when brought within three days 
journey of the centre of Kentucky, would give 
to the people of that State all the advantages 
of n free and direct intercourse with the whole 
world. With so fertile a soil and such an in- 
dustrious and enterprising population, what 
more could Kentucky desire, to insure her citi- 
zens a state of unrivalled prosperity? 

VVe cannot enlarge these topics, nor stop to 
compare such an intercourse with the tedious, 
difficult and embarrassed communications now 
carried on through canals, frozen up dining one 
period of the year, and streams run dry at ano- 
ther, or across mountains and roads often im 
pas-able; or down the mighty Mississippi, with] 
G50 miles of dangerous gulf navigation, and 
around that grave of commerce, the capes of 
Florida. Let this comparison, however, be| 
made, and it must be seen /it once that our road 
offers to Kentucky emancipation from a com- 
mercial thraldom, which hasherelofore cramp- 
ed her energies and shut her out from the rich 
blessings of commercial freedom.

NINE DAYS LATER FROM 
DON. 

The packet ship Philadelphia, Morgan 
arrived on Saturday . from London and 
Portsmouth, whence she sailed on the 
27th Dec. 

By the above arrival the Editors of the 
Mercantile Adverttiser have received 
London papers of the 35th ult. 

Money in London was more in demand 
than at otir previous advices. 

Sales of cotton at Liverpool, on the 
23d, were 2,500 bales, at very firm 
prices, and but little offering. 

The British Parliament bad adjourned 
over from the Christmas holidays, and 
was to meet on the 16th of January, in. 
stead of the 1st of February, ns original- 
ly intended — in consequence of the state 
of affairs in Canada. 

The London courier of the 26th says , 
in reference to the numerous forces un- 
der Sir John Cdlborne: 

“We believe, and trust, therefore, that 
the insurrection will be stifled in i's bi 1 1 
but it would be wrong to be too sanguine 
or lo cease regretting an attempt which 
however it may he decided, must leave 
many rantding wounds behind.” 

'Hie same paper contains accounts 
from Canada to the 28th November, in- 
cluding that of the first resistance to the 
constituted authorities, viz :tiie rescue of 
Messrs D’ Avignon and Demarn v,and tha 
march of the force under Colonel Weth- 
crell so Chambly. 

The London Observer of the 25th 
says: 

“Lord Glenelg has assured the repre 
sentalives of the Canadian interests, 
that Sir John Cuiborne has the most am- 
ple orders to act as circumstances may 



require — that martial law will will, if 
necessary, be declared, and that Ihe im- 
perial Parliament could not give the gal- 
lant commander-in-chief more efficient 
powers to meet the emergencies of the 
times, than have already been sent out, 
A mong other statements of the day, it 
is said that additional troops will be des- 
patched to Halifax and New B:unswick r 
with the most possible speed to take the 
place of the military who have been or- 
dered from those colonies to Canada.” 

The civil list bill had passed the 
House of Commons, and was under dis- 
cuss ion in die House of Lords. 

The Thames lunnefis again open to> 
the public for inspection, i tie sand, clay 
&.c. having been cleared away. 

On the 20ili of December London wa&v 
visited by a gale of wind more severe 
than any that had taken place during the- 
seusnn. In many of ihe streets almost 
all the public lamps were extinguished,. 
Several houses in the western suburbs 
were partially unroofed The gale was 
highest about one o’olock on the morning, 
of the 21st. 

The. papers state that this storm was 
productive of disasterons results in many 
ol the provincial towus. The Mersey 
and several oilier streams oveiflowed 
their banks, houses were blown down, 
bridges carried away, several lives lost. 
In Bradford the water was six feet deep 
in the streets.

DREADFUL FIRE AT SURAT. 

The late destructive fire at Surat com- 
menced on Monday afternoon, the 21th 
April, in the house of a Pharisee, which 
had been accidentally set on fire bv boil- 
ing pitch or dnmmer, which igniled. To 
whatever cause its origin may lie attri- 
buted, ii appears that in consequence of 
the difficulty of obtaining water, it was 
at first neglected. A fresh northerly 
b.eeze was blowing at the time, the 
Homes spread rapidly, and shortly after 
sunset exhibited a fearful ex eot and 
strength of fire The wind in the eve- 
ning decreased, but the fire was aug- 
mented, and the vast volume of dense 
smoue which arose in enormous masses, 
was brilliant with the intensely fierce 
flame. In some of the narrow streets 
crowded with fine spacious houses, the 
fire acquired a force past all endurance 
or di scription . Tho fipe was sc fierce, 
the heat so intense, the volume of flame 
So vast, that nothing escaped. In its 
progress the flames as it were licked up 
every thing Walls fell in, and, the fire 
continued vviih such strength, that every 
thing was levelled with the ground. - 
1 he heat and dryness of the season aid- 
ed the combustion, and the conflagration 
was soon beyond the power of man to 
control. All night the fire raged fierce, 
and within a few hours from its com- 
mencement roust have covered, it is stat- 
ed, an area of three miles, shifting il 9 
course with the wind. After an inter- 
val of calm, just at daylight on Tuesday 
a breeze suddenly sprung up from about 
8. W. and directed the fire up a new 
column of buildings, and it raged the 
whole of J it os day in the same awful 
manner as before. Many of the poor 
njtab tanls who had removed their prop- 
erty to distant [ilaces of fancied safety, 
from which the fire had passed away, 
were surprised by a return there of the 
conflagration and lost their all. At 2 p, 
m, on Tuesday it was at its height. It 
then reached one hf the city gates, 
which was destroyed, and the timber 
which supported the road being burned, 
tho bridge fell in. 

In the quarter of the city inhabited 
chiefly by people of ihe Borse Caste, 
there was one entrance only from the 
street to the houses they inhabit. All 
the men ha I loft their homes to aid in ex- 
tingoishinsf the fire, which did not (hen 
appear likely to reach this quarter. This 
it unfortunately afterwards did. and be. 
lore they c old return, the only outlet 
was enveloped in flames, and numbers 
[of helpless women and children perished, 
and the property was all destroyed. — 
Some Borras are said lo-have taken rel« 
uge in one of i heir mur/eeds, where, it 
being entirely built of stones, they fan- 
cied themselves secure with their fami- 
lies and the little property thev carried 
| with them Surrounded eventually by 
the fire, however, the building became 
so heated, the inmates were sc rched to 
death, and all perished, literally baked 
ns it were in an oven. 

Corpses were destroyed in such a po- 
sition as to indicate that the parties had 
perished in the very act of escaping, 

| with the money and gold and silver orna- 
ments found in their hands. The loss oF 
life has been immense, and us far as has 
j yet been reported no less th an 500 are 
stated to have perished. Great numbers 
of cattle likewise have been burnt, anil 
the whole scene is one of widespread 
! ruin and desolation. 

The number of houses destroyed is; 
said to be upward of 6,000, and from ihe- 
dense population Snr.it contains, some- 
feint idea of the misery and wretched 
state of the poor inhabitants may be con- 
ceived; most of them are left without 
food or shelter, and lire has been pre^. 
served lint to sink under famine and 
want. Whole families have bpen dis- 
persed, and parents arc seeking fi.r their 
children, nr.d children their natural pro- 
tectors; so that besides being deprived' 
of all ihe property they possessed, num- 
bers hive to bewail the loss of their- 
nearest and dearest relatives.

It wii'i 1 beseen by the following letter, 
with a copy '* t ' which wc have been fa- 
vored by a friend, .'hat a most destruclive 
| ; conflagration took pince Lexington a 
few days since, by which two banks and 
a large number of buildings weed burnt. 

Lexington, Jan. 2(5, 1SJ.3. 

“Dear Sir — Itisaduty (though pain-, 
ful,) to acquaint you with a deplorable] 
misfortune which has befallen us. Last 
night about 3 o’clock the cry of fire was! 
raised; our firemen ever prompt to (lie 
call, were up in as short time as pos-ihle. 
The flame was discovered bursting forth 
from the store-house belonging lo the 
firm of Hunter, Hale &• Harper, ; lie most 
extensive dry goods merchants belonging 
to our once beam iful town; that square] 
was entirely consumed, which is by far 
the most beautiful and valuable belong- 
ing to Lexington • The wind was blow- 
ing violently towards the court house and 
banks; Cheapside, leading directly to the 
Northern Bulk of Kentucky, was very 
soon enveloped in flames- Some portion 
of the goods and groceries were saved, 
but not as many as were consumed. Tile 
Northern Bank soon caught and was con- 
sumed, though t lie most violent effort was 
made to save it — about half their papers] 
were lost — so violent ivcs the wind that; 
the fire soon reached the Branch Bank 
of Kentucky, and at the same time the

FlORIDA. — A dvices from Gary’s 
Ferry have been received at Savannah, 
giving some detaijs of the operations of 
the Army in Florida. A letter from an 
officer to i ho editors of the Savannah 
Georgian, dated near the Indian river 
Inlet. January 18, says: 

“You will hear, probably, befoje this 
reaches you, that Lieut Powell had a 
littlo brush with the Indians near Jupiter 
Inlet. It appears that lie landed with a- 
bout 80 men, sailors, with the exception 
of 25 regulars. Soon aficr landing, lie 
found an old squaw, who offered to guide 
him to the place where the Indians were 
— about 7 miles off. He followed her] 
direction ane came upon the Indians — 
j some sav 40, some (50, add others 80 or 
, more. The fire commenced on his side, 
'when the Indians returned it with spirit, 
and soon put the sailors in utter confusion 
who fled, and the whole party would have 
been cut to pieces, hut for the regulars, 
as Lieut. Powell and all acknowledge. 
Six or eight were killed and left upon] 
the ground, with a man who was only! 
wounded, hut could not ret i r e. He was 
left to i he tender mercies of the Indians. 
Dr. Lightner of the navy, was killed, 
and every officer wounded. — The regu- 
lars behaved nobly. 

Two of the boats were lefi , in one of 
which were a keg of powder and a box 
of cartridges, with rum, whiskey anti 
other sailors comforts. 

We are within 21 m.lesof Fort Basin- 
gar, one of the forts on Kissamee river. 
We have now a corden of posts from 
Charlotte harbor to Indian river, and 
most of the Indians are beleiveJ to he 
south of us.” 

Anothor letter of the 19th contains the 
following: — 

Gen. Jesup and staff, with the 2d reg- 
imeni?dragoons, reached the Camp from 
Indian river depot yesterday. It is pretty 
well ascertained (hat tho largest ho ly of 
Indians is collected on the islands and the 
swemps surrounding O-kie-cho-hee, to 
which the army will probably move from 
this position in a day or two. Fort Gar- 
diner is 21 miles due west, and Cnpt. 
Fowler who returned yesterday, having 
| been sent out for tho purpose, reports 
] that the ground will admit of a good road 
!and it is probable we will get our sup- 
plies from that side. Froti^Fort Taylor 
this camp it is almost impracticable.”

Forgery Case at New York . — A case 
of forgery has been discovered in the 
city ot New York, which lias produced 
extraordinary sensation. The plot was 
brought to light through the instrumen- 
tality of Mr. J. R. Sturges, upon whose 
authority a detailed statement of facts is 
presented in the New York Herald — 
from which we make the following ab- 
tsract : — 

The names of the parties arrested are 
Pitcher Stearns, and Ames — the latter 
the f-irger. 

The l) ink of Kentucky had their Plates 
in the Union Bank of New York, and 
whenever the Bank wanted impressions 
from them, the Cashier of tho Union 
Bank received orders from the Cashier 
of i lie Kentucky to attend to having 
them executed and forwarded. 

Mr Sturges says — “About five months 
ago, I became acquainted with Pilcher, 
and having in view the opening of a 
store in Cincinnati, concluded to pro- 
pose to him a partnership in case I met 
with success in negotiating a loan for a 
cash capital. My property being in 
Cincinnati, and money so scarce, l did 
not succeed. During i he fall, Pitcher 
obtained from ine several small notes, 
part of which, under false prentenccs, 
as 1 have lately discovered, and also en 
dursements to his creditors for an exten- 
sion ; his creditors as he informed me, 
promising to sustain him iu making 
purchases.” 

A few weeks ago Pitcher introduced 
Slu rges to Brown, whom lie described 
as an influential man, a magistrate, 
hank direetpr, die., from Ohio, and sla- 
ted that he had a letter of introduction 
from F. Canfield to the Cashier of tiie 
National Bank — and that promises of 
pecuniary aid were made to him. In 
this way Sturges was induced to put in- 
duced to put into his hands $,‘5600 ac- 
ceptances the da before he expected to 
leave with Brown, 12th ult. They did 
not leave, as he said, because Brown had 
not completed his negotiation. He sub- 
sequently prevailed upon Mr Sturges to 
loan him two notes of $750 each, to send, 
(as ffe pretended) to Mr Canfield on ac- 
count of certain purchases of property — 
and on Thursday the 18ih lie made the 
important disclosure to Mr Sturges. 

Ho stated that Brown and Stearns had 
offered him $1000 il lie would go in dis- 
guises to a certain printer’s and obtain 
for them §300,000 ot the notes of Ky. 

! Batik; iliat they dropped a letter in the 
post office, and that Stearns had been 
daily at the printer’s watching to ascer- 
tain when they had finished the order, so 
that Mr Scott should call and receive 
them — that they gave him §130 to pay 
the printer, and that he iiad gone there 
the night before, dressed in a cloak and 
cap, and assumed the accent of an I 
risliman', or Sco'choian — that the printer 
was a little suspicious, he thought, 
and he did not get them, bill came oil', 
the printer promising to leave them on 
'Thursday evenitg at the Broadway 
House. Pitcher was dissuaded by Stur- 
ges from going lo the printer’s in the 
morning -and S. succeeded in getting 
from his possess! in §4800 of the accep- 
tances & one of ii is note? for §120 The 
tacts were disclosed to ihe hank by the 
fathe-- of Sturges on iht:22d and it was 
agreed that the arrests should he deferr- 
ed until S. could further secure himself. 

I he printer gave up the plates and 
$370,000 in notes which was I lie time 
first the printer had any communication 
with the bank in relation to Pitcher’s 
having called. 



'he was to take them to City Hall, where 
lie should meet Stearns and obtain from 
him some money-. These pretences 
proved deceptive — when the measures 
specified in the annexed closing part of 
Mr Sturges’s account were adopted: — 

“Pitcher kept the mortgages until 
Thursday morning, when I saw him de- 
liver them to Stearns. Believing lhat 
the forger would leave in the afternoon 
as Pitcher stated, I left Pitcher about 
12 o’clock, and went to the Bank and 
told Mr Howard. To secure the forger 
also it was necessary the arrests should 
take immediately, and he went up with 
me to the Police, and at 2 o’clock Pitch- 
er was arrested— Stearns about 4 o’clock; 
the forger, [ believe, yesterday or Fri- 
day, I did not ascertain. 

Pitcher told me Brown had with him 
$300,000 Bank of Wisconsin Bills, and 
also $200,000 or $250,000 Illinois Bank 
hills, 3’C. &ic.” 

'Thus was completed, a plan concocted 
by four or five accomplished rogues, to 
rob the hank note establishment of sev- 
eral millions f their note impressions. 
Saunders, the chief of the gang, is a no- 
torious counterfeiter. Every prepara- 
lion was made. It was agreed to commit 
the robbery on Saturday night, set to 
work and sign a large amount of them, 
and start their confederates off to distant 
cities early on Sunday morning to get 
them into extensive circulation. While 
they were awaiting thenrrival of the gen- 
ifeman from the South to sign their notes, 
Saunders undertook to pass off some 
couni£i'fe' 1 bill 3 °f an old stock , and in 
consequent fell into the clutches of the 
“shoulder-lnppi.ng baliff'’

He was a man of ardent temperament, 
honest, upright, devoted to his country, 
and zealous and vigorous as an advocate 
of her free institutions. He has left a 
family highly respectable, and a numer- 
ous circle of friends to lament that they 
are separated from him by the hand of 
Death.
